2.  Curriculum  Review:  -  On  March  31,  Faculty  Council  approved  the 

Dean  s  proposal  for  curriculum  review.  Basically, 
a  task  force  has  been  created  (6  staff  +  1  student), 
promised  support  staff  and  a  liberal  budget,  and 
charged  with  producing  a  revised  curriculum ' in  time 
for  implementation  in  Septembler  197fc>--also  a  tenta¬ 
tive  date  for  expansion  of  the  first  year  class  to 
268  students. 

That's  a  mighty  tall  order  if  the  review  is  to  be 
anything  more  than  patchwork. 

The  Assembly  will  be  setting  up  its  own  committee 
to  study  the  curriculum  and  make  recommendations  to 
the  task  force.  If  you're  interested  in  this,  talk 
to  your  class  reps. 

3*  Transportation:  -  The  problem  of  transportation  to  Sunnybrook 

-  and  peripheral  hospitals  has  turned  up  again  (how? 
who  pays?);  Dr.  Steiner  wants  to  present  a  Faculty 
position  on  this  subject  before  the  summer  and  has 
asked  us  to  submit  a  position  paper  as  soon  as 
possible.  This  doesn't  leave  us  much  time  so  we're 
looking  for  people  with  energy  and  ideas  to  work  on 
a  committee  and  someone  to  chair  it.  This  is  impor¬ 
tant!  Contact  me  or  Dan  Riegert  stat! 

-  Yet  another  committee  is  being  established  to  study 
the  medical  textbook  situation  in  Toronto  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Assembly  by  the  end  of  May 
See  Gerry  Brosky  if  yotf  want  to  be  involved  in  this.
